No wrong 
in death: 
Inquiry 

A fatality inquiry has found 
that Alberta Justice workers 
had no chance to save the 
life of an inmate. Jack 
Ernest Auger died on Jan. 2, 
2008, after being at the 
Peace River Correctional 
Centre for just one week. 
The report found Auger 
died of a blood infection, 
mostly likely suffered dur¬ 
ing before being jailed. 
Auger showed no signs of 
having an infection. The re¬ 
port also found that even if 
doctors would have known 
something was wrong, 
there wouldn’t have been 
enough time to take blood 
samples and treat Auger.

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Man to blame 
caffeine in 
murder defence 


O Defendant tested negative for amphetamine-type 
substances shortly after the killing: Prosecutor 


A Kentucky man accused of 
strangling his wife is poised 
to claim excessive caffeine 
from sodas, energy drinks 
and diet pills left him so 
mentally unstable he could¬ 
n’t have knowingly killed 
her, his lawyer has notified 
a court. 

Woody Smith, 33, is 
charged with murder in the 
May 2009 death of Amanda 
Homsby-Smith, 28. 

Defence lawyer Shannon 
Sexton filed notice with the 
Newport court of plans to 
argue his client ingested so 
much caffeine in the days 
leading up to the killing 
that it rendered him tem¬ 
porarily insane — unable 
even to form the intent of 
committing a crime. 


Smith told Dr. Robert 
Noellcer, a psychologist 
from Williamstown hired 
by the defendant, he re¬ 
members taking his chil¬ 
dren to school that 
morning. 

But Smith remembers 
little else about the ensuing 
hours. 

In the weeks preceding 
May 4, 2009, Woody Smith 
told Noellcer he hadn’t 
been sleeping, in part out of 
fear his wife would take 
their two children and 
leave him. 

“The next several hours 
of Mr. Smith’s life were de¬ 
scribed to me as if he were 
in a daze,” Noellcer wrote in 
a report.

O Far-right surge shatters country’s 
image as a haven for immigrants 


“The banner of tolerance has been 
hauled down and the forces of darkness 
have finally taken the Swedish 
democracy hostage.”

A far-right group’s election 
breakthrough has shat¬ 
tered Sweden’s self-image 
as a bastion of tolerance, 
somehow inoculated 
against the backlash on 
immigration seen else¬ 
where in Europe. 

Sunday’s ballot showed 
the country’s welcome to 
refugees is not universally 
accepted: nearly six per 
cent of the population vot¬ 
ed for a nationalist group 
that accuses immigrants 
— especially Muslims — of 
eroding Sweden’s national 


identity and its cherished 
welfare state. 

It’s a bitter pill for a na¬ 
tion that frowned upon 
Denmark’s vitriol toward 
Muslim immigrants, Swiss 
attempts to ban minarets 
and France’s crackdown 
on Gypsy camps. 

Hardening attitudes to¬ 


ward immigrants have 
helped far-right radicals 
gain influence in other 
western European coun¬ 
tries, including Italy, 
Switzerland, Austria, Bel¬ 
gium, the Netherlands and 
Denmark. The U.S. also has 
seen a backlash.

Reyat, 58, has spent al¬ 
most a quarter century in 
and out of prison, and in 
November he will likely 
learn he’ll be serving more 
time behind bars after two 
prior convictions related 
to the 1985 bombings. 

His third conviction 
could be the last chapter in 
the Air India saga, a

An additional security 
measure introduced Mon¬ 
day will require typing a 
six-digit code after an ac¬ 
count holder’s Google 
password is entered. The 


codes will be sent to peo¬ 
ple’s mobile phones. 

The two-step login 
means it will take more 
than a password to get into 
an account. 

The extra protection ini¬ 
tially will be offered to 
companies and govern¬ 
ment agencies subscribing 
to a Google service that 
provides email and other 


office applications. Google 
Inc. also is offering the 
added security to schools 
that rely on Google to run 
their email. 

People using Google’s 
free Gmail service will be 
able to make the security 
codes part of their login 
process within the next 
few months.

Wireless prices should 
stay low, study says 


aNew wireless companies 
will need to keep their 
prices low to gain a signifi¬ 
cant number of sub¬ 
scribers, putting pressure 
on the established carriers 
to defend their turf, says an 
industry study released yes¬ 
terday. 

The Convergence Con¬ 
sulting report forecasts that 
average revenue per user at 
Canadian wireless services 
will decline by one per cent 
this year, following a three 
per cent decline in 2009. 

The decline is mainly 
due to lower revenue per 
user from voice services, 
which are projected to drop 
by seven per cent this year, 
following a nine per cent 
decline last year as the new 
entrants began to enter the 
market, the report says. 

“If the new entrant wire¬ 
less independents do not 
sustain lower prices they 
will not gain a significant

number of subscribers,” 
said the report by the 
Toronto-based Conver¬ 
gence Consulting Group 
Ltd. 

It’s forecasting that by 
the end of this year it will 
be 31 per cent and 60 per 
cent by year-end 2014.

Lady Gaga 
rallies for 
change In 
gay policy 

Lady Gaga wants Maine’s 
Republican senators to cast 
votes this week to help re¬ 
peal the military’s “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy on 
gays. 

The Grammy Award¬ 
winning pop singer will at¬ 
tend a rally organized by 
Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fence Network on Monday 
in Deering Oaks Park, near 
the University of Southern 
Maine’s Portland campus. 

Lady Gaga is expected to 
stand alongside veterans 
who were discharged 
because of the policy, 
which prohibits service 
members from revealing if 
they’re gay, the group said. 
The policy also bars 
military recruiters from 
asking about people’s sexu¬ 
al orientations. 

A proposal to repeal the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” poli¬ 
cy is attached to the 
defence authorization bill, 
which Democrats will try 
to bring to a vote this week. 

Democrats need 60 votes 
today to cut off debate and 
proceed to the bill, again 
putting Republican Sens. 
Olympia Snowe and Susan 
Collins of Maine in the role 
of casting what could be de¬ 
ciding votes in the Senate, 
said Trevor Thomas, 
spokesman for 
Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fence Network. 

“We need the support of 
Collins and Snowe and the 
best way to get it is to be 
able to be in their 
backyard,” Thomas told 
The Associated Press. 

Lady Gaga recently 
called on Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid to repeal 
the policy during an inter¬ 
view with Ellen DeGeneres.

The swash buckles under 
the weight of heavy 
verbiage in Ridley Scott's 
well-intended but weakly 
executed retelling of the 
ancient woodland hero 
legend. 

The avowed point of 
this umpteenth version of 
Robin Hood is to get back 
to basics, just as the James 
Bond franchise did so 
spectacularly with Casino 
Royale. 

Indeed, Scott’s vision is 
so down and dirty, his 
Robin (an unconvincing 
Russell Crowe) has to be 
told to take a bath at one 
point, because he smells 
so badly. 

But it’s hard to be sim¬ 
ple when the characters 
are hobbled by Brian Hel- 
geland’s leaden 
screenplay, which clumsi¬ 
ly combines historical fact 
about cross-Channel 
antagonism and British 
domestic concerns about 


excessive taxation and hu¬ 
man rights with the 
almost complete fiction of 
Robin Hood and his 
romancing of Lady 
Marion. 

Helgeland puts great 
gobs of exposition into the 
mouths of the actors 
while advancing the stoiy 
at a snail’s pace. Despite a 
running time of 2 hours 
and 20 minutes, the film 
ends at the point where 
Robin Hood is given his 
fall name and recognition. 

The film is entirely 


back stoiy, spending 
almost as much time 
building up Lady Marion 
(Cate Blanchett) as it does 
illuminating Robin’s 
growth from abandoned 
child into the rebel 
challenger of cruel British 
monarch King John (Oscar 
Isaac). 

Depending on which 
package you purchase, ex¬ 
tras include the unrated 
director’s cut, deleted 
scenes and making-of fea- 
turettes.

The Secret In Their Eyes 

Genre: Foreign 
Director: Juan Jose 
Campanella 
Stars: Ricardo Darin,

This riveting police 
thriller from Argentina, 
the Best Foreign- 
Language Film winner at 
the most recent Academy 
Awards, is more macho 
than a bullfighter’s 
stance. 

You can imagine Ricar¬ 
do Darin’s weaiy detective 
Benjamin Esposito being 
played by A1 Pacino or 
Gene Hackman in their 
1970s heyday, the decade 
where the movie is prima¬ 
rily set. 

Juan Jose Campanella’s 
film begins in 1999, but 
there are extended flash¬ 
backs to a 1974 crime in¬ 
vestigation. 

A quarter-century after 
his crime-busting heyday, 
retired investigator Espos¬ 
ito decides he wants to 
write a novel about an un¬ 
resolved Buenos Aires 
rape-murder case that still 
haunts him. There may 
have been a travesty of 


justice. 

He visits his former 
boss Irene Menendez 
Hastings (Soledad 
Villamil), now a powerful 
judge, who is still a beauty 
and still a blend of fire 
and ice. Esposito had feel¬ 
ings for her that the years 
haven’t dimmed. 

They both have vivid 
memories of 1974, the 
year a husband returned 
from work to find his 
young wife raped and 
murdered. Esposito was a 
cocky young investigator 
then, teamed with a comi¬ 
cal partner named 
Sandoval (comedian 
Guillermo Francella), who 
had to be pulled out of the 
bar eveiy time he was 


needed. 

The partnership 
provides some valuable 
comic relief, but this is no 
buddy-cop picture. As Es¬ 
posito and Sandoval pour 
over clues new and old — 
including photographs 
that give the film its 
noirish title —they 
traverse dark alleys that 
bear the figurative flat 
footprints of a Popeye 
Doyle or Frank Serpico. 

The Secret in Their 
Eyes takes turns that few 
could see coming. Consid¬ 
er yourself warned, but al¬ 
so intrigued.

CSI: New York star A.J. 
Buckley is the resident co¬ 
median on a show that 
will never, ever be mistak¬ 
en for a comedy. Still, he’s 
good with that. 

“If you look at the first 
season of CSI, it was dark¬ 
er, gloomy and really de¬ 
pressing. Not even one 
joke,” says Buckley who 
plays scientist Adam Ross 
on the series. “I think my 
character came on in the 
second season as sort of 
the light in the darkness. 
Whenever there’s a heavy 
bit, I show up to crack a 
joke.” 

Still, a “joke” on CSI: NY 
— which begins its sev¬ 
enth season this week — 
ain’t exactly your usual 
knee slapper. “Sometimes 
the comedy is just in the 


scientific jargon. Make it 
funny they say. And I’m 
like — just how do you do 
that? I read them and 
think - what the hell am I 
saying?” 

Buckley, who was born 
in Ireland and raised in 
British Columbia, says 
changes for the newest 
season of CSI: NY will be 
minimal. Original cast 
member Melina Kanalcar- 
adis (who played Stella) 
has left the show however, 
and will be replaced this 
season by Sela Ward. 

Which is too bad for 
Buckley’s character — who 
had a one-nighter with 
Stella last season.

t’s not everyday a 
concert comes to 
town that makes 
you rethink every¬ 
thing you know 
about music. That’s 
what happened though 
when Roger Waters 
brought his The Wall tour 
to Toronto’s Air Canada 
Centre last week. 

The gig was easily one 
of the best concerts I’ve 


ever seen, but even 
though it was originally 
performed 30 years ago, it 
felt like I was witnessing 
the future of the live 
show. 

From the opening 
chords of In The Flesh, 
you knew you were 
watching something 
unusual. 

It may have been the 
first time in my life that I 


paid almost no attention 
to the band — I took a few 
glimpses of Waters slowly 
walking across the stage, 
but that was about it. 

It was the mind- 
blowing visuals that really 
struck me. 

Waters used the wall as 
a giant screen to display 
bizarre animations and 
photos and the more the 
wall got built up the more 
ambitious the displays 
got. It felt like I was 
watching a movie directed 
by a Las Vegas veteran (I 
mean that in the best pos¬ 
sible way). 

I’ve seen epic shows be¬ 
fore. There was Pink 
Floyd’s brilliant light 
show on the Division Bell 
tour; U2’s flying lemon 
during PopMart;

Madonna’s always over- 
the-top spectacle; but this 
was different. 

While all of those 
shows were memorable, 
in the end they still felt 
like a rock show. 


This took the best parts 
of those performances — 
minus Madge’s scantily 
clad dancers — and took it 
to James Cameron-lilce ex¬ 
travagance. 

The performance 
wasn’t 3-D, but when the 
wall appeared as if it was 
falling, when it wasn’t, it 
might as well have been. 

It was also worth 
paying $200 bucks for, 
and I did shell out. I’m not 
saying all bands should do 
this, and Roger Waters 
can get away with a lot, 
but the concert industry 
needs to consider adding 
more value to the price of 
an expensive ticket if they 
want to fill seats. 

The industry is suffer¬ 
ing — ticket sales for the 
top 100 bands were down 


12 per cent in the first 
half of the year and Live 
Nation expects sales to fall 
more in the second half. 

Watching U2 prance 
around the stage for three 
hours is not fun (trust 
me); I’d rather see them 
return to their 
extravagant PopMart and 
Zooropa-lilce gigs, at least 
if I’m going to pay a few 
hundred dollars to watch 
Bono. 

Will we see grander 
gigs? I think it’ll come and 
as technology improves 
and becomes cheaper 
there’s no reason we can’t 
see a bar band do 
something similar to what 
Waters did. 

And when there’s more 
to watch, more people 
will pay up.

Arrest warrant issued after 
Lohan fails drug test 


A Beverly Hills judge has 
issued an arrest warrant 
for Lindsay Lohan after the 
actress failed a drug test. 

The 24-year-old has 
been ordered to appear in 
court Friday and is now 
facing possible jail time 
for violating her proba¬ 
tion.

It may smell like a sea 
breeze, but does your 
shampoo harbour nasty 
chemicals? 

If you’re longing for pu¬ 
rity, you’re not alone. 

There are safer, simpler 
hair care products out 
there, but how do we find 
them? 

“As a general rule,” says 
Janelle Witzel, program 
manager of Toxics and 
Health at Environmental 


Defence, “people should 
look for products made 
with the fewest number of 
ingredients and those 
made with ingredients 
that have names they can 
understand.” 

Ergo, citric acid good; 
sodium hydroxymethylgly- 
cinate bad. Labels can be 
misleading, says Witzel. 

“Claims or names that 
include ‘natural,’ ‘eco’ or 
‘organic’ on the front of 
the bottle should always 
be verified by looking at 
the ingredient list on the 
back.”

A word of warning:

You may be able to find 
out more about your 
shampoo by visiting cos- 
meticsdatabase.com, 
which ranks the safety of 
personal care products on 
a scale of one to 10. 

It is a U.S. site. 

Picking up on the purity 
trend, The Body Shop now 
offers its Rainforest Hair 
Care Collection, which is 
free of silicones, 
colourants, and parabens. 
This line of shampoos and 
conditioners is non-toxic 
and biodegradable. 


Avoid these 


We asked Janelle Witzel 
from Environmental 
Defence (ED) — an organi¬ 
zation that protects 
human health — to alert 
us to some of the ingredi¬ 
ents we should avoid 
when buying shampoo. 

► Sodium laureth sulfate 
and sodium lauryl sulfate: 
These are lathering 
agents. Sodium lauryl sul¬ 
fate is a known skin 
irritant and suspected liver 
toxin. Sodium laureth sul¬ 
fate, like other chemicals 
that have “eth" in their 
name (e.g., polyethelene 
glycol -- or PEG), may be 
contaminated with 1 , 4 - 
dioxane, a chemical which 
is suspected of causing 
cancer. It is probably the 
most dangerous 
ingredient used in skin and 
hair-care products. In the 
cleaning industry SLS is 
used in garage floor clean¬ 
ers, engine degreasers, 
car-wash soaps, etc. It is 
very corrosive and readily 
attacks greasy surfaces. 

► Cyclomethicone and silox- 
anes (e.g., cyclotetrasilox- 
ane, cyclopentasiloxane, 
or cyclohexasiloxane): 
Substances that make 
things shiny and are 
suspected of interfering 
with the hormonal system. 
They also irritate the skin, 
eyes, and lungs, and can 
stick around in the 
environment for a long 
time. 

► Fragrance/Parfum: Often 
contains some phthalates 
to help scents last longer. 
Phthalates are a group of 
man-made chemicals that 
disrupt the hormonal sys¬ 
tem, and can cause infertil¬ 
ity and birth defects of 
male reproductive organs. 

► Triclosan: An 

a nti mi cro bia l/a nti ba cte ri a l 
agent that can weaken the 
immune system, disrupt 
the hormonal system, and 
convert to chemicals 
known to cause cancer. 

► DMDM hydantoin, diazo- 
lidinyl urea, imidazolidinyl 
urea, methenamine, quar- 
ternium- 15 , and sodium 
hyd roxy m et hy Ig lyci n ate: 
Preservatives that release 
small amounts of 
formaldehyde over time. 
Formaldehyde is a recog¬ 
nized human carcinogen 
and a substance that has 
been linked to various oth¬ 
er health effects. 

► Parabens: Preservatives 
that can easily penetrate 
the skin and are suspected 
of interfering with 
hormonal system and 
causing cancer. They also 
irritate the skin. Weight 
gain, skin aging and other 
physical traits are suspect¬ 
ed to be caused in part by 
parabens.

O Why taking your child to see an optometrist annually for a routine eye 
exam is a must O Not detecting vision problems at an early age can lead 
to a lifetime of difficulties for them 



Children’s eye health is 
generally overlooked by 
Canadian parents with nu¬ 
trition and socializing 
ranked higher priorities. 

Evidence shows that the 
majority of Canadian par¬ 
ents wouldn’t be able to 
detect if their child had an 
eye or vision problem. 
Moreover, only four per 
cent of parents surveyed 
by Leger Marketing would 
immediately think that 
difficulties in school could 
be linked to poor eye sight. 

Optometrists at routine 
eye examinations can de¬ 
tect vision and eye health 
issues which if left unde¬ 
tected could cause lasting 
problems, potentially af¬ 
fecting other areas of a 
child’s life. The Canadian 
Association of Op¬ 
tometrists encourages par¬ 
ents to take their children 
as young as six months for 
an eye exam and has the 
following tips for parents: 

• 20-20 vision doesn’t 
necessarily mean healthy 
eyes. Research shows 98 
per cent of Canadian op¬ 
tometrists have detected 
vision problems in chil¬ 
dren despite parents’ 
claims of 20-20 vision. 

• A common misconcep¬ 
tion is that children need 
to be able to read in order 
to have their eyes checked. 
In fact, the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Optometrists 
recommends eye exams in 
infants by six months, at 
age 3, and annually from 


ages 5 to 19. 

• Be alert for signs that 
your child could have a vi¬ 
sion problem. If your child 
is losing his or her place 
while reading, rubbing his 
or her eyes or performing 
below his or her potential 
in school then take your 
child to their optometrist 
for an eye exam. For more 
information on what to 
look for, visit opto.ca 

An eye examination will 
include: 

• A review of your 
child’s health and vision 
history 

• Tests for nearsighted¬ 
ness, farsightedness, astig¬ 
matism, and focusing 
ability.

Myths 

Dr. Tanya Sitter, Canadian 
optometrist and Council¬ 
lor for the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Optometrists 
answers your questions 
about children's eye 
health separating fact 
from fiction. 

► My daughter is three years 
old, and not even old 
enough to read. Why 
would she need an eye ex¬ 
am? Many parents mistak¬ 
enly believe that children 
need to be able to read to 
have their eyes checked. 
This is a myth. Eye exams 
can identify eye and vision 
problems in infants and 


children of all ages. For 
example, amblyopia (lazy 
eyejif left undetected and 
untreated can result in 
poor vision which cannot 
be corrected. 

► I haven't taken my son to 
the optometrist because 
he gets vision tests at 
school. Aren't vision tests 
the same as eye exams 
from an optometrist? 

No. 20/20 score means only 
that a child can see at 20 
feet what he or she should 
be able to see at that dis¬ 
tance. It does not measure 
any of the other 
components of the visual 
system such as depth per¬ 
ception or eye health.

As fall approaches we have 
to take advantage of the 
fresh seasonal produce 
available. Roasted fall veg¬ 
etables and a delicious pork 
tenderloin fits the bill. 
Serves six, enjoy! 
Preparation: 

Baked root vegetables 
with maple syrup and 
cinnamon 

1 Preheat the oven to 
425 0 F. Line 2 baking 
sheets with foil and coat 
with cooking spray. 

2 Arrange the sweet pota¬ 
toes, potatoes, squash, 
onion, parsnips and 
beets in a single layer on 
the lined baking sheets. 
Lightly coat with cooking 
spray. Bake in the centre 
of the oven for about 25 
to 30 minutes, turning 
after 20 minutes or just 
until browned and ten¬ 
der. If the trays are on 
separate racks, switch 
their positions halfway 
through the cooking 
time. Bake the beets an 



extra 10 minutes, or until 
fork tender. Place vegeta¬ 
bles on a serving platter. 

To make the dressing, 
whisk together the olive 
oil, vinegar, maple syrup 
and cinnamon in a small 
bowl. Pour the dressing 
over the vegetables. Gar¬ 
nish with parsley. 

Orange-glazed pork 
tenderloin 


1 Preheat the oven to 
375°F. Line a baking 
sheet with foil coated 
with cooking spray. 

2 To make the stuffing, 
combine the 
cranberries, walnuts, 
cinnamon, cloves and 
walnut oil in the bowl of 
a small food processor. 
Pulse on and off until 
the mixture is crumbly. 
Add the diced brie and 


pulse once or twice, just 
to combine. 

3 Open the pork loin like a 
book and stuff with the 
fruit and nut stuffing. (If 
you would like to make 
this easier to roll, first 
pound the pork to a 1 / 4 - 
inch thickness before 
stuffing.) Secure with ei¬ 
ther kitchen string or 
toothpicks. Set a large, 
nonstick grill pan or skillet

• 1 lb sweet potatoes, 
unpeeled and cut into

• 1 lb Yukon Gold potatoes,

• 2 Tbsp maple syrup 

• 1/2 tsp cinnamon 


• 1/4 cup chopped parsley 

Glazed pork 

• 11/2 lb pork tenderloin, 
butterflied 

Stuffing 

• 2/3 cup dried cranberries 

• 1/3 cup toasted walnuts 

• 1/2 tsp cinnamon 

• pinch of ground cloves 

• 2 tsp walnut (or olive) oil 

• 1 oz diced brie cheese 
Glaze 

• 2 Tbsp orange juice concen¬ 
trate 

• 2 Tbsp red currant or black 
currant jelly 

• 1 tsp balsamic vinegar 

• 1 tsp olive oil 

• 1 tsp orange zest 

• 1/2 tsp finely chopped garlic 
Garnish 

• 3 Tbsp chopped parsley 


lightly coated with cook¬ 
ing spray over medium- 
high heat and sear until 
browned on all sides, 
about 2 or 3 minutes on 
each side.

Meanwhile, prepare the 
glaze by combining the 
orange juice concentrate, 
jelly, vinegar, olive oil, or¬ 
ange zest and garlic in a 
small saucepan. Set over 
medium heat for 1 
minute and drizzle over 
the sliced pork. Garnish 
with parsley.

A Canadian 
Payroll Asso¬ 
ciation survey 
notes that 
nearly 60 per 
cent of Cana¬ 
dians live pay 
cheque to pay cheque and 
admit they would be in fi¬ 
nancial difficulty if their 
pay pack arrived a moment 
later than expected. 

I know what this is all 
about. No savings. More 
specifically, no emergency 
savings. Lots of people do 
have savings — group pen¬ 
sion plans, RRSPs, RESPs 
but they’re reluctant to tap 
that money if the washing 
machine breaks down. 

Most financial planners 
advise employed home- 


owners with children to set 
aside three months of net 
income — six months for 
the self-employed. So, if 
you clear $32,000 annually 
you should have roughly 
$8,000 in an emergency ac¬ 
count, twice as much if 
you’re self-employed. 

“Good luck with that,” 
you say. You’re right. I’d set¬ 


tle for a single month. 

Part of the reason to save 
is to protect from job loss 
but also to cover out-of-the- 
ordinary expenses. Typical¬ 
ly, when you’re living pay 
cheque to pay cheque those 
unexpected expenses slide 
over to credit cards, credit 
lines, overdrafts or buy now 
pay later plans.

Unfortunately, there are 
only two ways to solve this 
problem; make more mon¬ 
ey or cut spending. For 
most the latter is the only 
practical way to break the 
pay cheque to pay cheque 
cycle. 

The good news here is 
that 60 per cent of those 
surveyed said they were dy¬ 
ing to save more money. All 
you folks get a 10. For the 
rest of you there is some se¬ 
rious remedial work ahead.

Dalhousie University in Hali¬ 
fax offers Canada’s only Cor¬ 
porate Residency MBA, 
giving budding business stu¬ 
dents insider access to some 
of the world’s top compa¬ 
nies as a part of getting their 
education. 

The 22-month course 
breaks up into 14 months of 
classroom-based learning 


and an eight-month corpo¬ 
rate residency. Corporate 
partners range from Ameri¬ 
can Express to Shell Canada 
and the in-house work expe¬ 
rience lets students apply 
their book knowledge to the 
real world. 

“The corporate residen¬ 
cies are paid,” says Scott 
Comber, director of the pro¬ 
gram. “They have MBA-level 
positions and MBA-level 
salaries. We feel that it off¬ 


sets part of their tuition.” 

Comber says last year was 
the program’s first and it ex¬ 
ceeded expectations, both in 
terms of curriculum and the 
quality of the residencies. 

Students landed positions 
from South Africa to Cal¬ 
gary. The first class gradu¬ 
ates in the spring of 2011. 

“We’ve got three types of 
residencies: Corporate, self- 
directed and entrepreneur¬ 
ial,” Comber explains. 


For corporate residencies, 
Dalhousie presents students 
with opportunities from 
companies with which the 
university has an existing re¬ 
lationship. For self-directed, 
students bring a particular 
position — say with Bom¬ 
bardier in Paris — and Dal 
helps them make it happen. 
Entrepreneurial is for stu¬ 
dents who want to work for 
themselves; Dal provides 
guidance and support.

► Dalhousie University MBA 
student Katie Baglole 
recently finished her resi¬ 
dency at TD Bank Financial 
Group in Toronto. The po¬ 
sition, which dealt with 
trading risks services, was 
her dream job.

Garrett Hartley kicked a 
37-yard field goal that bare¬ 
ly fluttered through as time 
expired after Drew Brees 
set it up with a 30-yard 
completion to Marques Col¬ 
ston and the Saints spoiled 
the San Francisco 49ers’ 
home opener with a 25-22 
victory last night. 

San Francisco’s Frank 
Gore ran for a seven-yard 
touchdown with 1:19 to 
play and Vernon Davis 
made a close-call catch at 
the goal line for the tying 
two-point conversion. The 
play was initially called no 
good, but the 49ers (0-2) 
challenged the ruling and 
won. 

The defending Super 
Bowl champion Saints (2-0), 
who relied on their defence 
most of the game, got the 
ball back at the 30 with 


1:14 left. Brees hit Colston 
with a pass that put the 
Saints on the 18 with 18 
seconds left. The 49ers 
watched anxiously as Hart¬ 
ley’s kick just made it. 

“We’ve stayed with the 
mindset we are the hunter, 
not the hunted,” Brees said 
moments after the game. 

Reggie Bush caught a 
six-yard TD pass in his first 
game since giving back his 
2005 Heisman Trophy won 
while with Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. The NCAA punished 
USC after concluding that 
Bush and his family took 
money and gifts from 
sports agents while Bush 
played for the Trojans. 
Bush was helped off the 
field with a leg injury with 
6:58 left and then was tak¬ 
en to the locker room on a 
cart. 

Brees hit David Thomas 
for a three-yard score that 
put New Orleans ahead late 
in the third quarter and 
Tracy Porter’s interception 
at the 10-yard line pre¬ 
served the lead until Gore’s 
late run. 

San Francisco beat itself 
with turnovers. 

Roman Harper inter¬ 
cepted a pass by Alex Smith 
at the 26 in the first quar¬ 
ter. Malcolm Jenkins recov¬ 
ered Delanie Walker’s 
fumble at the three just be¬ 
fore halftime as the Niners 
failed to capitalize on op¬ 
portunities.
